ing-houses, restaurants, cafes, and 
barber-shops. - All these require con- 
siderable outlay of expense in‘ 
Gevoration, furnishing, etc, so as 
ta make their, shops as attractive 
as possible. In such lines. of busi- 
neds an imposing shop-front is 
obviously’ an ‘indispensable item: 
and more often than not the expen- 
diture in this regard runs up from 
several thousands to ten thousand 
dollars. So far as regards réstaur. 
ants and boarding-houses, the cost 
for furnishing alone may safely be 
put down, at between several tens of 
thousands to a hundred thousand 
dollars. : : 
It, is 2 matter of common occur- 
rence that‘no sooner have the shops 
heen done up for business’ than the 
tenanty receive notice of a rise. in 
rent. Just imagine the predicament 
of the shopkeepers in these circum- 
stances, Nor igs this all. Some 
érafty “and heartless «speculators 
make it their business to inquire 
into the doings of the shopkcepers 
in the different busy localities. As 
soon as an opportunity offers itself, 
they will acquire properties in those 
centres. This being done, the land- 
lords ‘extort higher rénts from the 
tenants, or ag an alternative, int 
‘duce the tenants to buy.the proper:” 
ties from them. If this request is 
not complied with, the: tenants will 
before long be served with the usual 
notice to quit. : 
‘Now, coming to the question ‘ot 
properties under lease, it is only 
natural that landlords cannot raise 
rent within the specified period: of 
the ‘lease, but, they can, extort 
| shos-moncy,” - ponr  boirs,’ or 
gratuity in‘devious ways. If this 
is frowned. at, there will be no 
chance. for the tenants to renew the 
lease when it expires. 4 
The ‘Chinese estate-agents are 
equally as rapacious; and never for 
2 moment have ‘any consideration 
for tenants. ‘Neither have they the 
remotest idea of cxorbitant rentals, .
